CZAR FIXES DATE FOR CONFER- 
ENCE AT THE HAGUE. 


Preparations Already Under Way for 
the Reception of the International 
Convention Called to Discuss Rus- 
Proposal for General Disarma- 
ment—United States to Be Repre- 
‘wented, but Will Enter Into No New 
European Alliances or Agreement.

The Hague, March 9.—The date for the 

opening of the disarmament congress here 

has been set for May 18. 

Extensive preparations are already in 
progress for the reception of the distin- 
guished delega of the countries of Eu- 
rope and America. The Oranje Paleis, the 
historic palace built by William the Silent,

oughly overhauled. 

In the proceedings of the congress the 
plan, as now formed, its to follow in order 
the points set forth in Count Muravieff's 
latest circular, addressed to the powers on 
Dec. 30, 1898. Count Muravieff in that cir- 
cular estates the Czar was of the opinion it 
was best to open the conference with a pre- 
liminary exchange of views between the 
powers, with the object— 

(a) Of seeking without delay means for 
putting a stop to the progressive increase of 
military and naval armaments, a question 
the solution of whith becomes evidently 
more and more urgent in view of the fresh 
extension given to these armaments; and 

(b) Of preparing the way for a discussion 
of the questions relating to the possibility 
of preventing armed conflicts by the pacific 
means at the disposal of international! dipilo- 
macy. 

Main Points for Agreement. 

If the preliminary conference proves sat- 
isfactory the representatives of the powers 
will then proceed to the general proposition 
laid down in Count Muravieff's circular, as 
follows: © 

1. An understanding not to increase for a fixed 
period the present effective of the armed military 
and naval forces, and at the same time not to in- 
crease the budgets pertaining thereto; a prelimi- 
nary examination of the means by which a re- 
duction might even be effected in future in the 
forces and budgets above mentioned. 

2. To prohibit the use In the armies and fleets 
of any new kind of firearms whatever and of new 
explosives, or any powders more powerful than 
those now in use either for rifles or cannon. 

3. To restrict the use tn military warfare of the 
formidable explosives already existing, and to 
prohibit the throwing of projectiles or explosives 
of any kind from balioons or by any similar means. 

4. To prohibit the use in nava! warfare of sub- 
marine torpedo boats or plungers or other similar 
engines of destruction; to give an understanding 
not to construct vessels with rams in the future. 

5. To apply to naval warfare the stipulations of 
the Geneva convention of 1864 on the basis of the 
articies added to the cénvention of 1868.

7. To revise the declaration. concerning the laws 
and customs of war elaborated in 1874 by the 
conference of Brussels, which has remained un- 
present day.

CAR HANGS OVER RIVER’S EDGE. 


Halsted Street Passengers Have Nar- 
row Escapes from Drowning— | 
Four Are Injured. : 


Fifty passengers, packed like sardines in 
a Halsted and Bighteenth street trolley car, 
came near being dashed into the North 
Branch of the river near Division street 
early last night. The motorman did not Bo- 
tice that the bridge was open, and the car 
passed over the edge of the approach and 
tipped to the abutment below, where it 
stopped. John Mullens, the motorman, 
screamed to the passengers to jump for their 
lives. He leaped into the river and was 
rescued. In the wild scramble for escape the 
following passengers were injured:

Motorman Muliens, after his plunge into the 
dirty water of the river, swam to the bridge 
piling, where he clung until Joseph Dillon, 
assistant tender of the canal bridge, pulled 
him out. Mullens, between gasps, declared 
he was not responsible for the accident, 
but others who saw the car approach the 
bridge declared he was running too fast 
for prudence at such a point. Mullens went 
to his home, 816 North Halsted street. 

The car left Madison and Halsted streets 
shortly before 6 o'clock with Conductor 
James McMullen in charge of it. When it 
reached the canal bridge it was crowded 
with passengers. The approach to the. 
bridge from the south is an incline The 
trolley wires are so arranged at this point 
that within 100 feet of the bridge the power 
is shut off when the structure is turned. 

When the car which was being run by 
Mullens approached the bridge the structure 
was turned to allow the tugboat Robbie 
Dunham to pass. Mullens says he did not 
notice that the bridge was swung and when 
he reached the point where the current was 
shut off he did not slacken the speed of the 
car, because he declares there was no sig- 
nal to indicate danger. When within a few 
feet of the bridge, however, Mullens says 
he discovered that it was turned and he 
then applied the brakes. The car slid 
ahead to the edge of the street and the two 
front wheels dropped to the abutment. — 

The shock shettered the windows and 
threw a number of the passengers to the 
floor. During this time Mullens had opened 
the front door of the car, and shouting to 
the passengers that the car would fall into 
the river, he sprang over the front platform 
into the stream below. Bridgetender Kon- 
kowski and his assistant, Dillon, witnessed 
the accident. Seeing the motorman jump 
Dillon secured a boat and rescued him. 

Konkowski says Mullens was to blame for 
the accident. ‘I stood on the bridge and 
saw the car approach,’ he said. ‘‘ The mo- 
torman did not slacken his speed as he ap- 
proached the edge of the street, and I 
waved my lantern at him.’ . 

The engineer of the tugboat said he also 
noticed the danger of the car and blew sev- 
eral warning blasts as it approached the 
bridge. Alfred Black was driving a wagon 
alongside the car as it approached the 
bridge, and he says he warned the motor- 
man, 


MONITOR HAS NARROW ESCAPE. 


erly Put Together—Explosion 
Averted. 


Norfolk, Va., March 9.—[Special.]—The 
monitor Amphitrite narrowly escaped an ex- 
plosion at sea through the  imper- 
fect putting together of parts of its ma- 
chinery which had been overhauled at the 
Boston Navy Yard. This explains its long 
presence in this harbor. 

“ We count it providential that we are not 

at the bottom of the sea,"’ said one of the 
sallors. ‘‘ We left Boston Feb. 29, but had 
not proceedted far before it was discovered 
that parts of certain machinery which was 
overhauled at the Boston Navy Yard had 
been improperly put together. The necessary 
readjustment of the same was made and , 
the monitor proceeded down the coast until 
off Sandy Hook, where it put in to escape a 
storm. 
_ “It was while anchored here that what 
might have proved a disastrous explosion 
Was narrowly averted by a machinist ac- 
cidentally discovering that the pipes leading 
from the evaporators where salt water is 
condensed through the bilge to the boilers 
' were leaking. Had the discovery been made 
thirty minutes later there might have been 
great desruction and loss of human life. The 
bilge was found flooded and to all appear- 
ances the water intended for the boilers had 
peen wasting for possibly forty-eignt hours 
through thé flange joint in the pipes, which 
Boston workmen, it is said, failed to prup- 
erly rivet.’’. 

The Amphitrite arrived in Hampton Roads 
March 1 from Boston. Next day it came to 
this harbor. It was reported that the mon- 
itor was to go out of commission, then tnat 
it had been ordered to Port Royal, but every 
day for a week a naval tug has been making 
frequent visits to it.

Advices from Honolulu State the Com- 
mander of the Cruiser Philadelphia 
Is Under Instructions to Place Ma- 
HMetoa on the Throne and to Call on 
the King Selected by Germany to 
Surrender—Authorised to Resort to 


Force if Necessary. 


Honolulu, March 1, via San Francisco, Cal., 
March 9.—(Special.)—A rather startling re- 
port concerning the Samoan situation was 
given by an officer of the Philadelphia just 
prior to the sailing of the flagship last week 
for Apia. 

Befo-e the Philadelphia sailed Admiral 
Kautz received a long cipher dispatch from 
Washington. It was two days before it was 
translated and the response ready for mail- 
ing. Then the Admiral gave the officers the 
gist. of his instructions. 

According to the Philadelphia's officer 
Admiral Kautz is instructed to uphold aN 
the recent decisions of Chief Justice Cham- 
bers respecting the election of a King in 
Samoa, and matters growing out of it. He 
is to cobperate at once with the American 
and British Consuls, and declare Malietoa 
Tanus the rightful and legal King. 

Mataafa, who now has the miltary as- 
cendency, will be called upon to surrender. 
Should he refuse to do so, Admiral Kautz 
is instructed to “ proceed, by force, if neces- 
sary, to establish the authority of the duly 
elected King, Matietoa Tanus.” 

It is believed here that there will be a 
struggle. Mataafa is brave and as ignorant 
as he is daring. Besides, he thinks he will be 
supported by Germany. It is not believcd 


‘Admiral Kautz will attempt to follow him 


farther than his present stronghold, some 
ix miles from Apia, in which case our sallors 
would not be endangered, except from bush- 
whackers. But Mataafa himself may be the 
aggressor. 


Interview with Rival Kings. 

Apia, Samoan Islands, Feb. 23, via San 
Francisco, Cal., March 9.—[Special.}—Tanus 
Malietoa, the recently elected King, and 
the high chief, Tamasese, were interviewed 
today on board the British cruiser Por- 
polse. Tanus deputed his friend, Tamasese, 
to do most of the talking. 

remain here,’ said the King, “ await- 
ing the decision of the three powers and un- 
til a firm government be established in this 
country. Our desire is that there shall be 
peace in Samoa; that all people shall dwell 
in unity among themselves and with the 
people of the foreign nations here." 

“Is it the wish of the Samoans that Tanus 
should be King?" he was asked. 

think so,”” rephied Tamasese, “ though 
there are a great many who have been on 
the side of Mataafa through fear. Tanus 
has been elected King in accordance with 
Samoan customs.” 


Tells of German Intrigue. 

Tamasese said that the Germans had made 
certain promises to him on condition that 
he would make an agreement with them 
giving them full control as a recompense for 
the losses sustained by the Germans when 
Mataafa fought against them and cut off 
the heads of their sailors in 18890. 

The Germans did not approach Tanus, but 

d Tamasese 


they approached through an. 
agent, Dr. Kramer, who is an officer of the: 
German navy. 

“Kramer told me I must leave Malietoa 
and join Mataafa at Mulinuu, and if I did 
not I would be sent away to another coun- 
try. He said it would be right for Mataafa 
to be King, but Mataafa would be taken 
away quickly and then I, Tamasese, would 
be left hére to take the Kingship. I said to 
Kramer, ‘ How is it that you desire Mataafa 
now? Do you not remember the time when 
he cut off the heads of your people? How, 
then, can you support him now?’ 
* Kramer answered, ‘ Never mind that; it 
is only a trick.’”’ 

This was direct and startling evidence of 
German influence and intrigue. 

“Did the London mission interfere?” he 


was asked. 
“No,” he repHed, “the London mission 


remained quiet.”’ 
‘* Did the British or the Americans inte 


fere?”’ 

“Yes; there was one American working 
with those at Mulinuu.”’ 

Both Tanus and Tamasese were convinced 
that the people would never agree to Ger- 
many establishing a protectorate over their 
country. Tamasese thought it would be 
well, however, if England and America took 
charge of the islands, and Tanus said he 
thought it would be better to have one 
power, either Britain or America. 

Interview with Mataafa. 

Subsequently an interview was held at Mu- 
linuu with Mataafa. He insisted Tanus, the 
son of Malietoa Laupepa, is not yet elected 
King in accordance with Samoan custom. 
The Samoans, he argued, should alone decide 
this matter; a lawyer (meaning the Chief 
Justice) could not say who should be King. 

When asked why he had been proclaimed 
King he said that, Milietao Laupepa being 
dead, the Samoans had a right to elect a new 
King, and he was chosen. According to Ma- 
taafa’s view ¢his was not in violation of the 
Berlin treaty. The German Consul had said 
the German government had forgotten the 
past and now had no objection to his becom- 
ing King. Mataafa deciared that he sought 
to be King so as to bring peace to Samoa. 


Raffel’s Successor En Route. 
Washington, D. C., March 9.—The State de- | 
partment has been informed that Dr. Solf 
has sailed from Germany for New York en 
route to Samoa. He has been gamed by 
the German government to dent of Dr. John 


Raffel, until recently President of the Mu- 
nicipal Council! at Apia, and wh 8 just ar- 
rived at San Francisco on his way back to 
Berlin. 

It is a fact that had Chief Justice Cham- 
bers not been guilty of the imprudence of 
commenting so freely and adversely upon 
the German government he would have the 
fullest support of the State department. 
But while the examination so far made of 
the reports from all sources of the events 
that took place at Apia in connection with 
the kingly succession case go to show that 
the Chief Justice acted withir his rights, 
it is admitted that his replacement by an- 
other Amertean would go a long way toward 
effecting a peaceable adjustment of the con- 
ditions in Samoa. |

HARPER IS WANTED FOR YALE. 


Report That Trustees of the Eastern 
University Seek the Western Edu- 
cator for President. 


New Haven, Conn., March 9.—[Specia}. ]— 
President William R. Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has been offered the 
Presidency of Yale University to succeed 
Timothy Dwight, who resigned recently be- 
cause of his advanced age. The trustees 
have not yet received an answer from the 
Western educator, and are waiting in the 
hope that he will decide to take charge of 


New Haven’s big school. 


Dr. Harper is a Yale man, and, further- 
more, is an ex-member of the faculty, hav- 
ing been professor of Semitic languages 
when he was called to the Presidency of the 
amplified University of Chicago. | 

When President Dwight resigned the trus- 
tees remembered the former student and 
professor who had made a record in the 
Western metropolis. and he was mentioned 
among those suggested to succeed the re- 
tiring head of Yale. As a step toward a 
call President Harper was asked to address 
the recent banquet in New York of the Yale 
alumni. He also addressed at about the 
same time, and in Gotham, too, a banquet of 
the local Ohlo society. These addresses so 
favorably impressed the Yale people they 
decided to put out feelers to learn whether 
President Harper would entertain a call. 
The doctor visited New Haven after his New 
York speeches, and it is understood that 
while here, although he gave no encourage- 
ment to the trustees, he practically was told 
that the mantle of TimotHy Dwight would 
fall upon his shoulders if he would but say 
the word. There are those here who even 
Say an out and out call was extended then. 

Several matters weré taken into cdnsidera- 
tion in reaching this decision. The salary of 
the President of Yale is $5,000. President 
Harper’s salary in Chicago is $10,000. Of 
this $3,000 is as President and the remain- 
ing $7,000 for various services as professor. 
It was decided to make the President’s sal- 
ary $10,000 at Yale if Dr. Harper would ac- 
cept. Hitherto the matter of salary for 
the President here has not been considered 
in the light of sufficient compensation for the 
service done. The Presidents of Yale have 
been financially independent, and so the pay 
has been nominal. In the case of Timothy 
Dwight the $5,000 was turned back into the 
treasury each year. But, in view of the 
fact that a man receiving $10,000 was sought 
how, it was deemed good policy to offer the 


President Harper was asked last night if 
it were true that he received a calt to the 
Presidency of the Eastern university. He 
answered, after a moment: 

*“*T have received no official proposttion in 
reference to the Presidency of Yale.”

“It is understood here that President 
Harper has been given a call to the Presi- 
dency of Yale University.

which led to the office on the top floor. Pass- 


way led the way|through a big printing 
office, where a large force of printers was at 
work on the firm’s@rinting. From there the 
way was down thr¢e flights of stairs back to 
the starting point] whence the party was 
marched straight t6 the great “‘ beef house,” 
as it is called, of Armour & Co. Mr. Conway 
began by showing the live animals ready in 
pens for the slaughter. A dozen men stood 
on the platforms above killing the cattle 
below them. The army men soon had 
enough of this and walked away. 

“ What about diseased animals? ’’ General 
Wade asked. “I think we would like to see 
what is done with them.” 

Dr. Devoe, chief government inspector 
for the Bureau of Animal Industry, ex- 
plained the methods by which diseased cat- 
t'e were detected and took the investigators 
across the slaughter-room to the cooling- 
room, where five cattle were hung up at one 
side. To the inexperienced eye the car- 
casses were of good fat beef. 

* All these were condemned,” Dr. Faxson, 
assistant inspector, explained. ‘ One of the 
animals had pneumonia, which we detected 
in the lungs. One had been hurt and was 
unfit for food."" Dr. Faxson pointed out the 
distinguishing marks of each disease. 

The army men expressed a desire to have 


the beef cut up and put into the rendering 


tank then and there. Superintendent Con- 
way called a dozen workmen and in an ex- 
ceedingly short time the condemned meat 
was loaded on trucks and was being wheeled 
across to the tank, a hundred feet to the 
southward. 


Investigate Rendering Tank. 


Even the men officially connected with Ar- 
mour & Co. who were piloting the visitors 
through the plant drew back as they entered 
the rendering-room. Nothing daunted the 
members of the court, however, and they 
watched the last piece of the meat go into 
the tank, a large steel cylinder, about eight 
feet in diameter. The aperture through 
which the meat was thrown was about 
eighteen inches in diameter. Steam poured 
out as each piece plunged downward. 

“Do you want to see the bottom of the 
tank?”’’ Mr. Conway asked. .- 

“By all means,’ the Judge Advocate 
answered, earnestly. 

The room the visitors then entered made 
the one above sweet-smelling by- com- 
parison. It was as hot, too, as a Turkish 
bath. The investigators were not to be 
turned back from seeing the bottom of that 
rendering tank, which had been the source 
of serious charges against the packers. They: 
wanted to see for themselves whether it 
was possible to take the condemned animals 
out at the bottom, after the government in- 


spectors had seen them go in at the top, as 


had been charged. 

It was found that the tank extended from 
about four f above the floor of the room 
above to the floor of the room below, mak- 
ing it about eighteen feet in height. There 
was an opening at the bottom similar to 
the one on the floor above. There was also 
a pipe coming out of the tank, about half- 
way down, to draw off the grease. The 
smell that came from it all was the same 
in a condensed form as sometimes spreads 
over the city when the wind is from the 
southwest. 

The investigators peered here <.néd there, 
but finally gave a sign they had had enough. 
The place was open to any one who cared to 
look in, and there was no evidence that any 
kind of secrecy was maintained over what 
wae done in the rendering-room. Th: court 
seemed entirely satisfied the condemned 
animals which had been seen go into the 
tank on the floor above would never more 
reappear except as grease and fertilizer. 


Scenes in the Plant. 


Armour & Co.’s plant covers fifty-four 
acres, and the investigators had it all be- 
fore them. They were shawn through the 
cooling-rooms, where the beef they had 
seen killed was being prepared ior market. 
They went up-stairs and down-stairs, and 
then up-staigs again as the followed the 
prod ads the yello,. refrigerator 
cars that stood on the tracks outside ready 
to receive it for foreign shipment. They 
were shown the government seals on the 
beef destined for markets outside the United 
States, and the tags on the meat for do- 
mestic consumption. There seemed to be 
acres of rooms which were hung thickly 
with the beef carcasses. On some were He- 
brew marks, showing the meat was fit for 
orthodox Jews, the animals having been 
killed with a knife and specially prepared. 

They came to a room where workmen were 
engaged in cutting up beef for local con- 
sumption. 

“ What's that?’ asked General Wade, as 
he spied a light colored coating on the meat. 

“ Whiskers,” replied the buicher. He fur- 
ther said all beef kept in the refrigerators 
for six or ¢ight weeks gathers a mo.d, and 
he showed it was only on the surface by 
cutting away a plece. It was “ whiskers ”’ 
which caused so much complaint among 
the trovups supplied with dressed beef in 
Cuba. The butcher claimed nearly all the 
first-class restaurants in town do not use 
beef until it has “‘ whiskers.’’ They believe 
the meat has a better flavor than when first 
killed. 

At last the investigators reached the out- 
side world again, and there witnessed the 
loading of a refrigerator car with dressed 
beef. They carefully investigated the load- 
ing of the cars and examined the quality of 
beef going into them. A long walk to an- 
other part of the plant, where the caniing 
was being done, followed. Here at last was 
the critical part of the inquiry. } 


See Canning Process. 

The first place visited was the room where 
the meat is cut up ready for canning. 
Skilled workmen were slashing up the beef 
ut a rapid pace. A side of meat lasted but 
a few seconds ere it disappeared into small 
pieces and bone. Mr. Conway explained 
this was the ordinary meat used for canning 
purposes. It was not as fat as the dressed 
beef, because the fat fried out of it when 
cooked. The bones were stripped clean, it 
being said the small pieces of flesh coming 
from them went to make sausage. : 

Some more flights of stairs and the court 
of inquiry was in the cooking-room at last. 
The roast beef room came first. Over at 
one side were the heaters where the cooking 
was done. After being prepared a large re- 
ceptacle, containing not less than 500 pounds 
of meat, bolling hot, Was swung on a track 
over the canning machine. This was a 
round affair, with plungers warking slowly 
up and down. A dozen men fed the plungers 
which forced the meat Into the cans. Then 
each can was weighed, and meat was taken 
away or added to make the exact amount 
required. The cans passed to the tinners 
and were soldered up, all except a small! 
vent hole. They were then carried to a 
heater, where steam at 220 degrees was 
turned on them for half an hour. At the 
end of that time they were taken out of the 
heater and the vent hole was soldered up. 
It was supposed by that time all the air had 
been expelled and the meat would “ keep.” 
Fifteen hundred cans of canned roast beef 
were coming from the machine every hour. © 

The army men watched every move. They 
examined quality of the meat being used: 
and paid close attention to the methods of 
preservation. One employé did not raise 
himself in the opinion of his superiors by 
putting back in the pile a piece of meat 
which had fallen on the floor. So far as 
open expressions went the court had no 


particular fault to find with either the qual- - 


ity of meat used or the methods of preserv- 
ing.

Cold corned beef 
was opened and inspected. And then Mr. 
Pierce brought out some uncooked canned 
beef, which was as black as a hat, to show 
that when people say beef can be canned | 
without cooking they do not know what they 
are talking about. He remarked that if the 
soldiers had had that canmed beef there 
would have been trouble indeed. ; 

No part of the day’s investigation was more 
thorough than that given to Mr. Pierce’s 
luncheon. In Washington the Court of In-

Again the court of inquiry started out for 
another round over the plant. or i 
Meeker of Armour & Co. led the way to the 

gned corned beef department. Here a 
regiment of men and women was at work. 
A dozen machines, turning out thousands of 
cans an hour, were engaged. The investi- 
gators did not take a great deal of interest 
in canned corned beef. They glanced but 
casually at-the quality of the beef and did 
not tarry long in studying the methods, 
which were but slightly different from those 
used in canning roast beef. 

The next stop was.made at the rooms 


pasting on the labels. The speed attained 
in this work attracted the closest attention 
of the visitors. They then passed through 
the great shipping rooms; and finally came 
to the street. 

in making the trip through the Armour 
plant it was estimated the court of inquiry 
had walked seven miles, had climbed up and 
down stairs a total of 600 feet, and had 
passed over 4,500 workmen. 

In their methods of investigation mem- 
bers of the court were curiously different. 
General Wade asked few questions, but was 
in the midst of whatever was going on and 
was the best listener of the party. Colonel | 
Davis was the questioner, and “ wanted to 
know, you know," about a good many 
things. Colonel Gillespie was bent on get- 
ting witnesses and was continually asking 
the names of employés. None of them ex- 
pressed any opinions during the trip through 
the great packing-house. 


EVIDENCE AS TO OLD RATIONS. 


Statement That Canned Beef Is Re- 
turned from France After 
Stored for Five Years. 


New York, March 9.—[Special.}—A Wash- 
ington dispatch to the New York Journal 
says: 

“ The investigation by the Inspector Gen- 
eral into the age of certain canned roast 
beef furnished to the army has brought out 
the fact that 120,000 pounds of this product 
Was at least five years old in 1898. $ 
_ “ The Inspector General's report will show 
that 120,000 pounds of canned roast beef 
was shipped to France in the spring of 1893. 
It pas rejected by the French government, 
but was stored there in the hope of a sale in 
an emergency. The opportunity for a sale 
was offered when our war with Spain began. 

“The statement of the Inspector General 
is that this old beef was brought back to 
this country and furnished to the army. 
This lot is not included in the 350,000 pounds 
which it was admitted before the court of 
inquiry was returned to this country from 
The total of canned meat re- 
turned from Europe now fdots up 470,000 
pounds, or one-half of all the canned beef 
furnished the army.” — 


Chemists Chosen to Test Beef. 

New Haven, Conn., March 9.—Professor 
Russell H. Chittenden of Yale University 
has received notice of his appointment by 
the War department as one of two chemists 
who have been asked to analyze specimens 
of the beef furnished to the American troops 
in the Cuban campaign. Professor Chitten- 
den has accepted the appointment. 


FALLS ON SHARP CLOTHES POST 


Samuel Farvel Tumbles from a Dove

Springfield, March 9.—-Governor Tan-

**I desire to call the attention of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to the condition of the Lin- 
coln monument, and the necessity for taking 
measures to prevent it falling into ruin.

ering over it, in ordef to make it waterproof, 
and even the metal covering is drawn and 
rent in places.

MYSTERY IN A BLOOD STAIN. 
Lake View Police Trying to Identify a 


Strange Man Who Is Hurt, but 
Eludes Arrest, 


Citizens of Lake View and the police of 


Town Hal! Station are interested in clearing 


up the mystery of a pool of bieod found yes- 
terday morning on the sidewalk on Rokeby 
street, near Graceland avenue. It is said 
to be the blood of a prominent citizen of that 
part of Chicago, and there are two stories 
of how he came to lose it. One is, that he 
was taken for a robber and shot by a po- 
liceman. The other, that he fell down and 
cut hig wrist, penetrating the radial artery 
and causing a gush of blood to flow. 
Policemen Schutz and Donahue were 
standing in the middle of Rokeby etreet at 
3 o’clock in the morning, talking, when a 
man approached from the south. When he 
came near enough to see the policemen in 
the dim light he hesitated; then he turned 
the corner into Graceland avenue and ran 
like a deer. The policemen thought this 
conduct suspicious, and pursued, yelling for 
him to gtop. They thought he acted like a 
robber. He refused to heed the command, 
and they fired two shots after him, but, they 
say, too high to hit. The man stumbled, but 
got up again and ran east to Evanston ave- 


nue, and on toward the lake, disappearing . 


from the view of the slower policemen. 

Barly in the forenoon people began to 
come to the station and ask about the shots 
they had heard, and the pool of blood they 
had seen. They wanted to know who had 
been killed there. Sergeant Houston began 
an investigation. He had not gone far be- 
fore he was tdld by residents that the man 
pursued by the policemen was a prominent 
citizen. He was coming home late, saw 
the policemen, mistook them for robbers, 
and fled. In his haste he fell and cut his 
wrist, causing the flow of blood. . 

Sergeant Houston said bast night: “‘I am 
sure the man was not shot, but I shall try 
to find out who this person is tomorrow, and 
see what kind of a wound he has.”’ 


DR. TALMAGE HAS RESIGNED. 


Will Devote More Time to the Christian 
Herald and Syndicating His 
Lectures. 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—[{Special.]— | 
The Rev. Dr. T. Dewitt Talmage has de- | 


cided to resign from the pastorate of the 
First Presbyterian Church of this city. 
This action was taken not because of any 
disagreement with the church, as the session 
and trustees are anxious the distinguished 
preacher should remain. On the contrary, 
the resignation is prompted solely by the de- 
sire of Dr. Talmage to be relieved entirely 
of pastoral duties so he can devote more 
time to his paper, the Christian Herald, and 
the syndicating of his lectures. 

He came to the First Presbytertan Church 
more than three years ago, as part of a plan 
to build up the church, which was in an old 
and unfashionable part of town, and which 
was slowly decaying, In spite of the fact 
that President Cleveland was a pew-holder 
and occasionally an attendant. Dr. Byron 
Sunderland, the aged pastor, remained in 
the church for awhile, but ultimately re- 
tired, thus throwing the buirdén of work on 
Dr. Talmage. 

liis editorial duties have become so press- 
ing he is unable to give the church the atten- 
tion he feels it deserves, and hence he retires. 
He may, however, continue to make his home 
in Washington, which he has found in every 
way congenial. 


CHOICE OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


President McKinley Makes Up the 
List, Honoring a Number of 
Well-Known Commanders. . 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—The Presi- 


dent has practically made up the list of the 
general officers to be retained in the volun- 
teer branch of the service. The basis of all 
the calculations is an army of 65,000, for the 
President has so far insisted that he will 
not call for volunteers in addition to that 
number unless an emergency should arise. 

The reorganization act limits the number 
of Major Generals to be appointed to one 
for each 12,000 men, and the Brigadier Gen- 
erals to one for every 4,000 men in actual 
service. On this basis, as there are already 
three Major Generals in the army, in the 
persons of General Miles, General Brooke 
and General Merritt, there is room for but 
two more. To fill these two platés the Pres- 
ident has selected General Shafter and Gen- 
eral Otis, now in command at Manila. 

It is safe to say that the list of Brigadiers 
to be appointed wiil include the following 
names: General Wood, at Santiago; General 
Wilson, at Matanzas; General Lee, in the 
Province of Havana; General Davis, now on 
duty with the Court of Inquiry into the beef 
supplies; General Ludlow, in command of 
Havana City; General Lawton, nearing Ma- 
nila; General McArthur, at Manila; General 
Chaffee and General Frank. 


USE OF CENTRAL PACIFIC NOTES 


Secretary Gage Will Gain Nearly Sixty 
Millions for the Treas by 
Their Sale. 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—[Special. _ 
Secretary Gage is about to discount 1% 
notes given by the Central Pacific ratiroad 
to settle its indebtedness to the government. 
A paragraph buried in the sundry civil bill 
permits him to sell these evidences of in- 
debtedness at not less than par. The total 
indebtedness due the government by~ the 
Central Pacific is $58,812,725. This amount 
is represented by twenty notes, four of 
which, aggregating $12,000,000, will soon be 
redeemed. Of the other notes, one falls due 
every six months. The Secretary of the 
Treasury now has discretionary power to 
dispose of these obligations for'cash, which 
can immediately be utilized in meeting cur- 
rent expenditures, thereby forestalling 
nearly $60,000,000 of anticipated deficit. 


Hill Postpones Pacific Scheme. 

St. Paul, Minn., March 9.—[Special. ]}—Pres- 
ident James J. Hill of the Great Northern 
announced tonight that his proposed new 
Pacific steamship Hine has been postponed. 
He said it would not be practicable to op- 
erate such a line without a subsidy, and 
this Congress declined to grant. Mr. Hil! 
declared, however, that he would in time 
establish the line.

In answer he said his hearers must 
look to the European cities where it hag 
been tried for the reply. In English cities 
the result had been in the direction of 
cheaper fares, improved service, better 
wages, and shorter hours for the emplopés. 
In continental cities the attempt had: heen 
to make revenue for the state, and in Berlip 
the street railways paid a large share of the 
expenses of running the city. In Toronts 
the lines were not operated by the city, but 
leased to a corporation, and the result had 
been cheaper fares and a greater revenus 
to the city. 

Quotes Glasgow as Example, 

Quoting from the reports of the directors 
of the Glasgow company, where fares are 
graduated according to the distance, tray. 
eled and run from one to eix cents, he 
showed 35 per cent of the fares were one 
cent, with the average fare a shade.over 
two cents. In Toronto the fares were eight 
rides for a quarter during certain hoursaend 
six for a quarter during the remainder of the 
day, while the lessees paid the city @ per 
centage on their receipts running up to 15 
per cent. 

On the second topic the Governor sald it 
was a serious question what policy the gov. 
ernment was to assume toward the rapidly 
increasing trusts and monopolies and ed 
it should try and make monopolies de 
their benefits with the people. 

The third question, which he called the 
moral one, had to do with the corruption 
in government, particularly in the municipal 
‘and legislative branches. His argument 
was that so long as great aggregations of 
capital which had an interest in legislation 
existed this corruption would exist, and the 
omly way to stop it was for the government 
to take over the monopoly and thus remove 
the temptation or cause. 

| -Reply of Attorney Bliss. | 

Mr. Bliss, in reply, said that while the ex- 
Governor had divided the subject into thres 
branches, in Chiago today it had only one 
side: the political one. He denied that 
municipal ownership had been a success @ 
Glasgow, as Mr. Altgeld had claimed, and 
said while the workingmen there paid jess 
car fare they also had less money to pay 
ic with.

To Fortify Wei-Hai-Wei. 

Mr. Goschen said her Majesty’s govern- 
ment proposed to make Wei-Hai-Wei (the 
war port on the northern coast of the Shan- 
Tung peninsula) a secondary nave! base. 
It was proposed to expend £1,300,000 ($6,500.- 
000) on Wei-Hai-Wei during the present 
year, and £1,500,000 ($7,500,000) next year. 

The personnel of the navy for the coming 
year will be increased by 4,250 men, making 
a total of 110,640, at a cost of £7,474,000 
($37,370,000). 

Referring to shipbuilding he said the com- 
ing program provided for. two ironc ds, 
two armored cruisers, and three smaller 
cruisers, of a specially high speed. “% 

The money required therefor for the com- 
ing financial year was £550,000 ($2,750,000), 
and the total under the shipbuilding vote, 
including the liabilities for last year’s orig- 
inal and supplementary programs, would be 
£12,817,000 ($64,085,000), an increase of over 
£2,000,000 ($10,000,000). The total estimates 
were £26,594,000 ($132,970,000). 


For armament Mr. Goschen asked an in- 


crease of £161,000 ($805,000), chiefly for the 
construction of guns, but also for more am- 
munition for practice, which, he asserted, 
was a matter of enormous importance, as 
shown by the late war. 


Depends on Czar’s Conference. 

After speaking of the necessity for an in- 
creased shipbuilding vote he said these were 
the votes required by the present situation. 

** But,” he added, ** would that the action 
of other nations, resulting from the coming 
international conference, could make it pos- 
silfie for us to diminish or modify the pro- 
gram, while, of course, 
standard and relative position.”’ 

Mr. Goschen then announced in behalf of 
her Majesty’s government that if the other 
great naval powers were prepared to dimin- 
ish their programs, Great Britain was pre- 
pared to modify hers.

roceeded in this wise: 
on Let me begin by disconnecting the news, 
word ‘ Heckerism.’ I knew Father Hecker 
well, and, like other great minds, he had 
views peculiar to himself. One of these 
was the direct inspiration of the Holy Ghost. 
This apparently daring doctrine meant little 
more than that godly help is not wanting to 
those displaying initiative. I frequently 


told him he was ambiguous, and would be 


misunderstood, and this has happened.”’ 
Arghbishop Ireland, proceeding to explain 


‘the importance attached to the natural vir- 


tues, said: 

“We maintain, especially regarding the 
clergy, that temperance and truthfulness, 
for instance, are so necessary that they can- 
not be replaced by any purely devotional 
fidelity. An intemperate priest sterilizes his 
mission. A priest who stretches personal 
casuistry to prevarication and mental re- 
serve only justifies the enemies of the church 
in affirmations which, though false, aré 
heard far and wide.”’ 

Referring to the attempts the Jesuits had 
made in the United. States to prevent the 
establishment of the Catholic University at 
Washington, he said: 

* They wanted it themselves, but the Pope 
pointedly warned me not to allow the Ameri- 
can Bishops to be caught in their toils. My 
views on this subject are identical with 
Cardinal Manning’s. To insinuate that 
Americanism means the transference of the 
religious orders to the melting-pot is a cal- 
umny. They have produced countless saints 
and have their own exalted mission, but 
American Catholicism requires a priesthood 
deeply imbued with natural and civic vir- 
tues.”’ 

With reference to the war Archbishop Ire- 
land said: 

‘Before it broke out I was pro-Spanish, 


but when hostilities commenced I forgot | 


everything except that I was an American 
citizen, anointed to love and to serve my 
country.”’ 

He could say nothing regarding the dis- 
armament congress. He might be one of 
two representatives, or there might be an- 
other and higher solution. “I am at the 
doubie service,’ he remarked, “ of my spir- 
itual office and. temporal citizenship."’ 

The Rome correspondent of the Morning 
Post says: 

‘Since the recovery of the Pope the ques- 
tion of ‘ Americanism ’ is being eagerly re- 
discussed. ‘The Pope's letter to Cardinal 
Gibbons was p by Cardinal Satolli 
and Cardinal Camillo Mazzella, both of 
whom are strong enemies of Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Archbishop Ireland, and the letter 
was an absolute condemnation, in the orig- 
inal, of all American tendencies. The Pope 
and Cardinal Rampolla cut, expurgated, 
and added to the draft, until it was unrecog- 
nizable by the authors. Neither side is com- 
pletely satisfied, but the real victory re- 
mains with the Americans.

Gordon Tells of Civil Service. 


Postmaster Gordon of Chicago reviewed 
the history of the federal civil service law 
from its inception in 1883 up to the present 
time. 

Mr. Gordon declared the act had now be- 
come crystallized into a practical and be- 
neficent law. 

Mr. Gordon sai@ the weakest point in the 
law is, there is no perfected plan for pro- 
motion of employés. 

In his opinion the merit system, which Is 
distinct from civil service, should be incor- 
porated in the law. 

The Postmaster also declared there should 
be a separate and more strict examination 
for the employés who are to filb the hfgher 
positions of responsibility and financial 
trust. - 

Representative Boutell of Chicago spoke 
to “ Patriotism” in part as follows: 

“We do well in this country to honor the 
memory of John Ericsson, and at this time, 
when our navy has achieved new glory and 
distinction, it is especially appropriate to 
recall the life and character of the man who 
was the ‘ father of the new navy.’

Secretary Long is conscious that he has 
done the shabby and unhandsome thing in 
his treatment of Schley, but he has not the 
grace to confess himself in the wrong. In 
his second communication to the Senate 
Mr. Long admits that when the first was 
sent he was ignorant of Sampson's vital dis- 
patch holding Schley at Cienfuegos. The 
Secretary petulantly blames Schley for the 
ignorance of the Navy department. The 
dispatch, he says, was not sent to the de- 
partment by Admiral Schley until it was 
called fer. If it was not sent to thedepart- 
ment whose fault was it? Was it Schiey’s 
or was it Sampson’s? The dispatch was 
sent by Sampson; he wasin command of the 
fleet. If the order belonged in the files of 
the department, surely it was the duty of 
the Admiral who sent it to put it there. 
Secretary Long’s second communication 
is not a justification; it is an apology. He 
is now glad to say that Schley has been 
recommended for promotion by the depart- 
ment. A month ago he was chiefly inter- 
ested in proofs of Schley’s “ reprehensible 
conduct ” and was attempting to prove that 
he was slack and derelict if not cowardiy 
in action. Then the grave fact was borne 
in on the Secretary’s mind that Schley had 
Nnot “coaled soon enough,” although he 
coaled and blockaded Cervera’s fleet be- 
fore Sampson was off the port. The battle 
took place in July; the coaling episode was 
in May. Schiey was accused of hesitation 
and lack of prompt obedience in May, and 
was recommended for promotion in consc- 
quence of gallant action in July. Was not 
the recollection of the momentary hesita- 
tion about coaling in May a trifle delayed? 
This is a New England quarrel; it is an 
outgrowth of the mugwump spirit which op- 
posed the war, tried to defeat the treaty, 
and advocated the relinguishment of the 
Philippines to barbarism and anarchy. If 
you scratch a New England mugwump deep 
enough you will find an ardent Sampsonite, 
because Sampson is a New England man. 
All the Maine school of statesmen are for 
Sampson. The patriots of Massachusetts, 
who kept an important part of our navy 
patrolling their own coast during the war, 
are for Sampson, and the honorable Secre- 
tary of the Navy is at the head of them.

THE DEPENDENT CHILDREN’S BILL. 

No matter how early in the year the Legis- 
lature may adjourn there is one measure 
which should not fail to become a law be- 
fore the end of the session. It is the bill 
to regulate the tréatment and control of 
dependent, neglected, and delinquent chil- 
dren. The number of those children in Hii- 
nois increases with the growth in popula- 
tion. The legislation concerning them is 
defective to a degree which is discreditable 
to the humanity and intelligence of the 
State. The passage of the pending bill will 
make ep re amends for past indifference. 

That classifies as dependent or neg- 
lected children all under the age of 16 who 
are destitute or homeless, who have no 
proper parental care, whose homes are unfit 
places for children, or who—under the age 
of 12—are found peddling, singing, or play- 
ing musical instruments upon the streets. 
Before a child can be found dependent or 
neglected there must be a jury trial before 
a Judge of a court of record. Thus the 
rights of children and of parents are safe- 
guarded. If a child is found to come within 
the scope of the law then it must be com- 
mitted to some suitable State institution, 
to the care of some reputable citizen of good 


moral character, or to that of some indus- 


trial or training school. 


As regards delinquent. children, those | 


guilty of any criminal offense are to be sent 
to rformatories, and those who are not are 
to be put in suitable family homes where 
possible. Children under 12 never must be 
seut to jail, nor must they be confined in 
the same inclosure with adult criminals. 


Provision is made for looking after de- 


linquen ts when they have been paroled or 
discharged from reformatories; All asso- 
ciations receiving children are: made sub- 


which meets with the approval not merely 
of all who are interested in charitable and 
humane. work but of the Bar association, 
which assisted in framing it. The only op- 
position comes from the representatives of 
some or all of the Illinois industrial schools. 
The basis.of their hostility seems to be a 
fear that the number of desirable children 
sent to those institutions may be lessened. 
There can be no other reason for their un- 
friendly attitude, for the bill recognizes the 
industrial schools and does not attempt to 
interfere with them or the good work they 
are doing. 

If the passage of this bill should operate to 
lessen the number of children sent to the 
industrial schools they would have no right 
to complain. 
in the dependent or deiinquent children of 
Cook. County or Illinois. As a rule it is 
much better that a child should be placed 
in a private family to be brought up than in 
an “ institution.” The boys and girls who 
are given homes are much more likely to 
succeed than those who know only the 
discipline of an institution. But it is rea- 
sonably certain that if this bill passes—and 
it certainly should—the industrial schools 
will have all the children they ought to 
have. It will not be possible to find satis- 
factory homes for a large number of the 
dependents and delinquents.

body. The Governor's statement that it is 
only a question of time when the monument 
will become a ruin if such repairs are not 
rmaade is one for which the legislators need 
no Confirmation, as its truth is a matter of 
which they have personal knowledge. The 
accounts of the condition of this memorial 
of national and even international) interest 
that have appeared from time to time in re- 
cent years have led many, perhaps, to be- 
lieve that the monument is already a ruin 
beyondrepair. The Governor, however, says 
the foundation and the base of the obelisk 
have never moved or settled, and that the 
masonry is of good materia} and in excellent 
condition. The exterior walls and founda- 
tion of the terrace surrounding the shaft, 
however, have settled badly and already 
caused the monument to take on the appear- 
ance of a ruin. The State has already been 
subjected in different parts of the country 
to criticism for its apparent neglect of a 
memorial that, as the Goverrfor says, is the 
pride and glory of the people of Llinois, 
That reproach should be taken away at once, 
and the honor of doing this now devolves 
upon the present Legislature. 


VOLUNTEERS TO LEAVE CUBA 

The President’s order for the withdrawal 
of all volunteer troops from Cuba before 
May 1 will give equal satisfaction to the 
soldiers and to the citizensathome. The 
25,000 volunteers in Cuba are aimost unani- 
mously eager to get home, and there is no 
longer any reason why they should be kept 
in Cuba. ‘There wiil still remain about 
15,000 regulars, which will be ample for 
garrison purposes in the present peaceful 
mood of the Cubans. If it is found that 
there is need for larger garrisons the Presi- 
dent has the power to enlist Cuban troops 
for that purpose, and this is undoubtedly 
what he will do if necessary. Cuban troops 
commanded by American officers can serve 
all the purposes for keeping the peace under 
ordinary circumstances, and there is no 
reason why a large share of the United 
States regulars may not be withdrawn and 
their places supplied by Cubans before the 
summer is over. 

With the approaching return of the rainy 
and unhealthy season it is highly desirable 
to get as many of our soldiers away from 
Cuban soil as possible. The work of sani- 
tation in the cities is still incomplete, and 
none of the regiments has been in the island 
long enough to become acclimated or to go 
through the rainy season without serious 
loss by fevers. There will never be a repe- 
tition of the tragic conditions met by the 
First Illinois and the other invading regi- 
ments last summer, but it is well to with- 
draw as many of the troops as possible. 

-J[ilinois will be glad to welcome home the 
four volunteer regiments stil] remaining in 
Cuba. The Eighth is already in the act of 
sailing from Santiago, having been ordered 
to return some time ago, so that it may be 
expected to reach Newport News in a week 
and to be in Chicago a couple of days later. 
The three Illinois regiments at Havana— 


the Second, Fourth, and Ninth—will now | 


be brought home as soon as the rather 
meager transport facilities can compass the 
task. Probably every man of them will 
be in Chicago before May 1. It is putting 
it mildly to say they will be glad to get 
home. Though their work in Cuba has 
been almost entirely confined to garrison 
duty, they have done their duty as citizen 
soldiers no less faithfully than those who 
went through the baptism of fire at Santi- 
ago, and they deserve a cordial welcome 
on their return. 

One of the good things that Congress did 
in the final rush of closing was to pass the 
bill authorizing the President to give extra 


pay to the troops who served on foreign 


soil. All these troops will therefore receive 
two months’ extra pay when they are mus- 
tered out, with free carfare to their homes. 
They have earned it all, for the dul routine 
of garrison duty in a hot climate is not a 
sinecure. 

In accordance with the army reorganiza- 
tion law permitting the increase of the 
regular army to 100,000 men until 1901, the 
work of recruiting the army to a total of 


65,000 has just begun. -Lieutenant Gohn of 


the Fourteenth Infantry has been detailed 
to begin the recruiting in Chicago, and Lieu- 
tenant Ely of the Second will perform 
similar service at Sterling, Il. By the 
time the volunteers arrive home from Cuba 
there will probably be new regiments of 
regulars to take their places if necessary, 
though it is not probable they will be needed 
in Cuba. It would be better on all accounts 
to let the Cubans furnigh their own soldiers 
as far as such a policy is safe, for they are 
used to the climate in all seasons, and under 
American commanders they will do the 
work well. The newly recruited United 
States regulars should be used only to fill 
up the home garrisons, like that of Fort 
Sheridan, to their usnal strength, there to 
be held in reserve for possible emergencies 
in our new dependencies. :

DEWEY SHOULD BE RECALLED. 

Tue TRIBUNE’s dispatch yesterday from 
Vancouver, B. C., and its Washington cor- 
respondence of this morning in regard to 
Admiral Dewey are of grave import to all 
Americans, as they clearly show that the 
health, and even the life, of the greatest 
naval hero since Nelson are being inm- 
periled by his continuance at his post of 
duty in the Philippines. Captain Fraser of 
London, who arrived at Vancouver on 
Wednesday direct from Manila, as report- 
ed in Tue Trisune’s dispatch of yester- 
day, says: 

I dined with him at Manila within a month, and 
am convinced that if he is not relieved of the ter- 
rible strain imposed upon him he cannot last a 
-month longer. As he sat at the banquet table, sur- 
rounded by his staff, he looked to me like a dying 
man. His hair is snowy white, his face ashen, 
and he ate hardly anything. 


Oaptain Fraser's report but confirms the 
grave, disquieting rumors in regard to the 
health of the hero of Manila that from time 
to time have found their way to this coun- 
try. The terrible strain and climatic con- 
ditions that Dewey has endured since the 
first of last May might well have proved 
too much for a younger and stronger man, 
and Admiral Dewey, it must be remem- 


bered, is 62 years old. All naval work of 


importance in the Philippines is now over, 
except patrol duty or occasional shelling 
of the insurgents, and it is not usual to keep 
an officer of the highest rank on such duty. 
His place on the Philippine commission 
can be filled, if not so well as he fills it, at 
least satisfactorily, and his counsel at 
Washington would be invaluable in the 
progress of the pacification of the Philip- 
pines. 

But, whether he can be readily spared at 
Manila or not, he has done his full share 
of glorious work in active service and 


is entitled to a rest. Moreover, 
President McKinley cannot _ afford 
to allow Admiral Dewey, even un- 


der a noble but mistaken sense of duty, 
to sacrifice himself. The love and admira- 
tion of the American people have gone out 
to this brave, modest, indomitable hero and 
brilliant cofMmander as they have rarely, if 
ever, gone out to any other man in Amer- 
ican history. In view, therefore, of Ad- 
miral Dewey’s great services and the ir- 
reparable loss his death at the present time 
would be to the American navy and the 
American people, the hero of Manila should 
at once be relieved from duty. until his 
health is fully restored. His own disin- 
clination to leaving his post should, under 
all the circumstances, be overruled, both for 
his own sake and the best interests of the 
country he has served so well. | 


China, having learned that 
Italy was about to send 
warships to bring back the 
apology it demanded, has 
considerately determined to save its new 
European friend, who has conceived such 
an attachment for Sam Mun Bay, unneces- 
sary trouble by forwarding said apology 
and hopes Italy will forgive its rudeness. 
The apology will probably be issued by 
authority of the Emperor of China, whom 
the Dowager Empress finds useful, ina way, 
for signing edicts or other matters for which 
she does not care to be responsible herself. 
If the apology is also accompanied by a 
gracious permission to Italy to occupy San 
Mun Bay as a naval base for further in- 
spection of Chinese territory, Italy will 
gracefully accept the amende (and the 
lease), and the incident, in the suave lan- 
guage of diplomacy, will be considered as 
closed for the present. 


CONGRESS NEGLECTS HAWAII, 

When Congress annexed the Hawaiian 
Islands early last summer it provided that 
until it made arrangements for the govern- 
ment of the islands all the civil, military, 
and judicial powers which had been exer- 
cised by the offieers of the existing govern- 
ment should be vested in such persons as 
the President might appoint. That an- 
swered very well for a temporary arrange- 
ment, but when Congress reassembled in 
December tit should have passed the bill

providing a government for the Territory | 


of Hawaii submitted by the Cullom com- 
mission. Its inexcusable failure to do so 
may give rise to a number of vexatious 
complications. 

For instance, the criminal code of Hawaii 
does not provide for a grand jury. The 
constitution of the United States provides 
that “no person shall be held to answer 
for a capital or otherwise infamous crime 
unless on a presentment or indictment of 
a grand jury.”* The resolution annexing 
the Hawaiian Islands declares that “ they 
are hereby annexed as a part of the terri- 
tory of the United States, and are subject 
to the sovereign dominion thereof.” There- 
fore, if an attempt is made to try any man 
for a capital offense in the islands the point 
will be raised at once that he cannot be 
tried lawfully until he has been indicted. 
There is no machinery for indicting any- 
body, however, and the President has no 
power to authorize the impaneling of grand 
juries. 

This being the state of affairs in Hawaii 
it is to be hoped that no capital crimes will 
If any are 
committed it will be necessary to keep the 
offenders locked up until Congress meets 
and some provision is made for trying them 
in an orthodox manner. Nor is there any 
way in which admiralty questions can be 
disposed of tf any arise. They will have to 
be left undetermined until Congress legis- 
lates. There are other matters regarding 
which the old laws of Hawaii and the laws 
or constitution of the United States are at 
variunce. In such cases the former cannot 
well be enforced, and there is no machinery 
for enforcing the latter. 3 

The President has put the management 
of Hawaiian affairs in the hands of compe- 
tent men. The inhabitants are easy-going, 
and it is not likely that any serious trouble 
will grow out of the present anomalous 
state of affairs. The islands will manage 
to get along tolerably well till Congress 
legislates for them. Nevertheless, it is not 
easy to excuse Congress for its utter failure 
to deal with an important question. It 
spent in wrangling over wasteful appro- 
priations time enough to have given Ha- 
waii a good Territorial government. .

Cardenas is so far the only Cuban town whose 
municipality has openly and formally protested 
against Acting Captain General Brooke’s decree 
removing the old Spanish stamp taxes. 

Among the telegrams of congratulation received 
by General Gomez upon his recent entry into Ha- 
vana wes one from Vice President Lithgow, Gov- 
ernor of Porto Plata, Republic of San Domingo. 

The bodies of the Cuban heroes, Zayas, Perpifian, 
and Plana, ambushed and assassinated by Wey- 
ler’s guerrillas near Quivican, are to be disin- 
terred and given Christian burial in the Havana 
Cemetery. 

Acting Captain General Brooke has sent 50,000 
additional rations into the Province of Pinar del 
Rio, to be distributed to needy Cuban families of 
Bahia Honda, Vinales, Consolacion del Norte, 
San Cayetano, Mantua, etc. 

Governor General Brooke has turned the hand- 
some structure here formerly used as headquar- 
ters of the Spanish ‘‘ Guardia Civil ’’ over to local 
civil authorities, to be used as an orphans’ home 
and occupled by the children of dead Cuban pat- 
riots. 

In Santa Clara Province the local manager of 
Constancia sugar estate, near Ciehfuegos, is re- 
placing the armed Spanish guerrillas formerly 
employed upon the plantation with Cuban troops, 
who have been authorized by Military Governor 
Bates to retain their arms for defense of the prop- 
ty against bandits and thieves. 

Cock-fighting is the ruling sport among the Ten- 
nesseeans at this camp, amd games are of hourly 
occurrence. Birds of the gamest Spanish breeds 
were always plentiful, and, as the ** long green ’’ 
is to be geen in verdant abundance since the visit 
of the Paymaster, Major Havens, which occurred 
a few days ago, life has a new meaning for the de- 
votees of this cruel sport.

Speaker Reed’s Disgruntlement — His 
~ “Back of Party Loyalty Makes It Nec- 


essary That He Be Superseded in the 
Next House. 


So long a period has passed since Mr. 
Reed first showed signs of coolness toward 
the recent policies of the Republican party 
that his course is beginning to excite more 
than an ordinary share of attention. A 
passing shade of discontent in a candidate 
who has falled to reach the highest honors 
| of his party may be pardotied, though not 

in keeping With the most finely tempered 
devotion to a\good cause, But Mr. Reed’s 
symptoms of dissatisfaction have continued 
for over two years, and were more pro- 
nounced than: ever in the closing days of 
the recent session. In fact, the demonstra- 
tion just before adjournment, with the 
Speaker as the chief figure, was mainly no- 
ticeable for Democratic ardor. Mr. Reed, 
or any other Republican of influence, will 
command the applause of Democrats in just 
the proportion that he serves their political 
ends. Democrats would glory in any sign 
of displeastre Mr. Reed might show with 
Republicanism and do their utmoat to turn 
disaffection into party disloyalty, allena- 
tion, and hostility. Such was the secret 
motive of the Democratic rounds of ap- 
plause for the Speaker in the last hours of 
the House on March 4. 

The riext House is Republican by a small 
margin. Having gained both branches of 
Congress along with the Presidency the 
Republican party is intrusted for the next 
two years with the full lawmaking power, 
a responsibility the people confer only at 
intervals, and the discharge of which they 
watch with vigilant interest. It is highly 
important, in fact, vitally requisite, that the 
Speaker of the next House should be in 
hearty, warm-blooded accord with the 
measures, creative for the most part, the 
Republican Congress and President must 
mature. The Speaker’s chair will be no 
place for veiled resentment and opposition. 
Mr. Reed emphasized this view when he said, 
in his epeech at adjournment, that the 
Speaker’s office “‘ has but one superior and 
no peer.” That puts the case strongly, 
for the Speaker is not chosen by the peo- 
ple, but is one Congressman selected by his 
colleagues to preside over their delibera- 
tions. Tn declaring the Speaker of the House 
has no superior but the President, Mr. Reed 
adds sensibly to the reasons for caution in 
making him Speaker again in his present 
equivocal attitude ‘toward the approaching 
serious tasks of the Republican party. 

There never*was a party, and never will 
be one. in which men 6f distinguished talents 
and long service will not fall short of reach- 
ing the highest position under the govern- 
ment. The people decide, and they are 
the highest court. Too keen a disappoint- 
ment on this head is not apt to convince 
the people that they erred in their choice. 
They like manly politics and a large- 
minded acceptance of its fortunes. They 
place zeal for righteous principles above 
personality, no matter how brilliant. It is 
their high duty to shape the government, 
and the instruments they select are not 
understood to supplant them in this work, 
much .less to favor a defeated opposition 


Mr. Reed 
has gone too far already with his sardonic 
coldness for Republican policies, and his 
biting comment on situations that, while 
difficult. are unavoidable. He has also as-

Two Republics Contrasted. 

The language of the opposition to Loubet, 
the successor of Faure as President of the 
French republic, has a queer sound in Amer- 
ican ears. The anti-Loubet press of Paris 
sneers at his humble origin and rustic hab- 
its, at the simplicity of his home life. This 
kind of brutal criticism of a man who rose 
from humble origin to be President of the 
French Senate, whose absolute public and 
private honesty and integrity-are unim peach- 
able, is proof that, while France pretends 
to be a republic, many of the ruling forces 
of public opinion are absolutely non-demo- 
cratic and anti-republican. There is not a 
newspaper in America that could live a year 
-ofter printing sneers in its columne upon 
one of our public men because of his humble 
origin and rustic habits, because of his sim- 
ple home life, because of his method of 
using his napkin, because his old mother 
wore a peasant’s cap, etc. 

In the United States our rich men who 
have hoed and hewed their upward way to 
affluence from the farm, the factory, the 
railroad brake, the miner’s pick, and the 
country store are never ashamed of their 
humble origin but proud of it. Stephen 
Girard, John Jacob Astor, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, Peter Cooper, Sidmey Dillon, John 
W. Mackay, Amos Lawrence, A. T. Stewart, 
H. B. Claflin were individually different men 
in personal temperament, business career, 
and their estimate of the proper use and 
abuse of great riches, but none of these 
conspicuously rich men who were the archi- 
tects of their own fortunes was ever ashamed 
of his low beginnings or played the part of 
a vulgar, snobbish rich man after he 
achieved riches. During the ugly campaign 
of 1860, when men on al! sides were in a 
sullen, hateful mood of partisanship, nobody 
dared jeer seriously at Lincoln’s humble 
origin, or his homely face, his tall, spare, 
raw-boned figure, or his rustic manners. 
The history of all the powerful men in 
American business or politics is the history 
of men who from small beginnings obtained 
great success. Clay was the son of a poor 
Baptist clergyman, Webster the son of a 
poor New Hampshire farmer. The roll of 
distinguished Americans in public Mfe in- 
cludes few men who did not start from the 
sod and hoe their upward way to fame and 
honorable _responsibility. Washington, 
Jefferson, John Quincy Adams, and Hamil 
ton Fish are about the only distinguished 
Americans who did not have to struggle 
with unfriendly and difficult pecuniary cir- 
in youth.

Money in Walnut Stumps and Roots. 

The Greencastle (Ind.) Banner mentionsthe 
recent salein Putnam County ofa large num- 
ber of black walnut trees at prices ranging 
from 75 cents to $2.25 per thousand feet of 
lumber in the tree. There is comparatively 
little walnut timber now lefb in Indiana 
though enough in some localities to attract 
Purchasers, and, as the above figures in- 
Cicate, it commands good prices in the 
trees. When the State was first settled 
hlack walnut trees constituted a considera- 
ble portion of its forests, ard, Mke ali other 
trees, they had to fall in th necessary 
process of clearing the land. t that time 
timber of all kinds, including the hard- 
woods, which are now scarce and valuable 
was regarded as a hindrance to farming 
operations, to be got rid of in the quickest 
and most effective way possible, by the ax, 
by fire, or any other way. Hundreds of 
thousands of walnut trees were felled and 
split up into rails, other thousands were 
burned, and great numbers were converted 
into lumber in a wasteful sort of way. For 
a long time the big gnarly knots which 
often formed on the trees were supposed 
to be valueless, and at country sawmills 
they were tumbled initto the waste-pile and 
buried in sawdust. In later years, when 
they came into demand for the manufac- 
ture of veneering, these discarded knots 
were much sought after and brought 
round prices. Even mow a market is found 
at good prices for walnut stumps and roots 
dug out of the sandbars in the Wabash and 
the lower White River, the remains of 
trees cut down many years ago, and per- 
haps split up into fence rails or used in 
building log cabins.—Indianapolis Journal.

“Tt enforcing the law pertaining to the use 
of poisonous colors the police ordered the 
chemical analysis of twenty samples of toys 
and thirty samples of confectionery. At 
Shis examination it was found that thirteen 
of the twenty toys and tem of the thirty 
samples of confectionery contained ques- 
tionable coloring matter. 

“In most of the cases poisonous lead 
solors had been used, which, ft is stated, 
mould as well have been replaced by 
ther colors of a non-poisonous na- 
ure. In 
mat ginc, mixed with other colors, had 


een used as a covering color for march- ; 


ine, and other samples showed that tissue 
sper colored with the poisonous chrome 
iow had been utilized for the ornamenta- 
bn of the confectionery. This paper seems 
&o to be used to a considerable extent in 
fe manufacture of artificial flowers, though 
ithis industry also a more harmless sub- 
thute could be used. 
A singular observation was made in the 
pet that in one*box was found confection- 
colored in various tints of little differ- 
e, yet some of these tints contained poi- 
nous while others contained entirely 
miess coloring matter.

The gun tested today has a maga- 
zine capable of holding seven shells of 
twenty*three caliber. When the trigger 
is pulled the first time the gases generated 
by the explosion, instead of leaving the

ger for the second firing. It is then only 
necessary for the gunner to pull the trig- 
ger, as it is cocked after the explosion of 
each shell. The second attachment fires all 
of the cartridges without the necessity of 
pulling the trigger after the first shell is 
exploded, The tests today were quite satis- 
factory and at short range the bullets pierced 
a piece of harveyized armor an inch thick. 
The inventor refuses to talk about his gun, 
but from the tests today it is believed it will 
work satisfactorily.

FINAL SPEECHES IN VON BIEDEN- 
TRIAL BRGIN TODAY. 


Twenty-five Witnesses, Most of Them 


Policemen, Testify That Charles Me- 
Donald Bere a Good Reputation— 
They Deny Knowledge of Hie In- 
‘@iectment on the Charge of Threat- 
ening to Kill His Wife—Prosecutor 
Todd to Make the First Argument. 


The State practically rested its case in 
the Von Biedenfeld ga and to- 
day the arguments w gin. 

Twenty-five witnesses were introduced by 
the prosecution yesterday to prove that 
Charles McDonald previous to his death 
bore a good reputation. The witnesses were 
largely policemen and saloonkeepers, ai- 
though two attorneys were among the num- 
ber. Their statements were to the effect 
that McDonald was not regarded asa *‘ dan- 


-gerous, brutal, or revengeful’’ person, an? 


many swore that he was known as “a jolly 
good fellow, a man who liked to have a 
good time and helped others enjoy the same. 
Attorney Forrest for the defense vigor- 
ously cross-examined each witness. From 
the policemen he tried to bring out an ad- 
mission that it was considered reprehensi- 
ble conduct for a policeman to testify in 
favor of a defendant in the Criminal Court, 
but none woulé admit this. The witnesses 
denied any knowledge of a policeman eve> 
having been reprimanded or discharged 
from the force for such testimony. Someof 
the police witnesses admitted that sub- 


} penas were not actually served on them, 


but that they were notified in the station by 
the Lieutenants and operators that they 
were wanted at the State’s Attorney's office. 

Many witnesses were ignorant of the re- 
sorts said to have been frequented by Mc- 
Donald, and it could not be brought out in a 
single instance that any one knew that Mc- 
Donald had lHved at 448 Clark street for a 
year. The police, with one exception, had 
never heard him charged with cruelty toa 
prisoner, shooting out the lights in saloons 
and resorts, nor did they know that he had 
been indicted for assault with intent to kill 


his wife. 


Shooting of Frank White. 

Many of them remembered that he had 
been connected with the shooting of Frank 
White, but the other rough features that 
are sald to have punctuated ‘McDonald's 
life were apparently never. mentioned in 
police circles. None of the witnesses had 
ever explored the “ levee’’ with him. : 

Attorney Forrest created a little stir by 
insinuating that police officers were in the 
witness-rooms talking to the witnesses be- 
fore they were taken into the court. No ac- 
tion was taken in the matter, however. 

After the jury had retired for the day 
Judge Gary listened to arguments from 
the counsel as to whether evidence could 

brought in to reveal alleged acts of in- 
scretion on the Baron’s part which would 
tend to weaken the impression of an orderly

ISOLATE A SMALLPOX CASE. 


Nathan Banks, Colored, Found Ailing 
with the Malady and Authorities 


Take Prompt Immunizing Steps. 
When Nathan Banks, colored, 19 years old, 


was examined yesterday by the physicians 
of the County Hospital, where he had ap- 


| plied for admission, they pronounced his 


malady smallpox, and had him removed at 
once to the isolation hospital. He to!d the 
attendants there he had come from Lexing~- 
ton, Ky., on Wednesday, having ridden into 
Chicago on freight cars. That night, he 
Said, he spent at a police siation with fifty 


other lodgers, but, being a stranger in the | 


city, he could not explain its location. 

It was believed at first he had lodged at 
the Harrison Street Station, but later Pr. 
George C. Hunt,* chief medical inspector 
of the isolation hospital, learned it was the 
Twenty-second Street Station that ha:] har- 
bored him. All the attachés and prisoners 
in beth stations were vaccinated promptly 
and the places thoroughly fumigated. The 
inmates of a lodging-house at 12341 State 
street,ewhere Banks spent part of Wednes- 
day fight, were also vaccinated. Physicians 
were detailed also to vaccinate all e 
students not already immune in the col- 
leges around the County Hospital. 

“The case is virulent,’ Dr. Hunt ex- 
plained, “‘and a number of persons doubt- 
less were exposed. The man had never been 
vaccinated. Curiously enough, he canie 
from Lexington, the same town from which 
& ncgro came last May suffering from smal!- 
pox, the only case we had last year. The 
chances of Banks’ living are about even. 
He was in New Orleans six weeks ago, 
thence he made his way to Lexington. He 
arrived in Chicago last night, and met Wilile 
Johnson, colored, who conducted him to the 
State street lodging-house. We have found 
Johnson, vaccinated him, and will keep nim 
under strict surveillance at the isolation 
hospital.”’ 


“The people of Chicago are so well vac- 


cinated,’’ Commissioner Reynolds said, 
“that there is not so much to fear as chere 
would be in a city less immune. But the 
old warning must be repeated; every one 
must be vaccinated. No one should take 
chances. Of course, every precaution will 
be taken in keeping all persons under sur- 
veillance who were exposed to the present 
contagion. It is evident Chicago is pretty 
well immune, when it is considered that 
since the epidemic four years ago not a 
case has originated in Chicago.” 3

The hastily written, staccato de- 
acriptions of the war correspondent may not 
be 80 accurate as the deliberate, well-round- 
ea, and polished periods of the historan, 
Dut they are vastly more entertaining. By

enough, carries the reader into the thick of 
the fight, and permits him to hear for him- 
eeif the clash of sabers, the whistling of 
Duliets, and the bellowing of the mortars.”

them by telegrams, but they dodged by 
shifting from one steamer to another until 
@t last they got into Richmond.

28. 1862, and ending with a description of the 
grand review of the army at Washington 
May 24, 1865, are reproduced precisely as 
they appeared in the columns of the Thib- 
une.

Young Sir Thomas Gooch, who has just 
suc@eeded to his father’s baronetcy and es- 
tates, is the youth conc rning whose guar- 
dianship such bitter warfare raged about 
nine years ago in the London divorce courts. 
Special attention was attracted to the con- 
flict by the fact that Sir Alfred managed 
to secure the arrest of Lady Gooch for con- 
tempt of court in retaining possession of 
their only son beyond the time allotted by the 
—— under the decree of judicial separa- 
tion. 

Sir Alfred failed, however, in his efforts 
to have his wife sentenced to a term of im- 
prisonment for contempt. But she was 
forced by his persecution in connection with 
the matter to ask the court to change the 
decree of judicial separation into one of 
absolute divorce, which was granted in her 
favor. The divorce suit resulted in the 
washing of no end of dirty linen in public, | 
Sir Alfred displaying_a cynicism as regard- : 
ing his admissions of infidelity that startled 
even the oldest attachés of the divorce 
courts. 

By his dedth his son becomes one of the 

largest owners of liquor saloons, or “‘ public 
houses,”” as they are called in England, in 
the United Kingdom. There are no less 
than 156 of which he is the proprietor in 
Birmingham alone. 
Sir Thomas Gooch is in no way related 
to fir Henry Gooch, who inherited the title, 
and most of the huge fortune of old Sir 
Daniel Gooch, the associate of Cyrus Field 
in the laying of the Atlantic cables. Sir 
Thomas comes from a much more ancient 
family. the first baronet of the line having 
been Governor of Virginia in the reign of 
Queen Anne.

It is, however, in deference to the pressing 
entreaties of certain members of their fam- 
ily and of their entourage that the young 
Empress has for the last four or five months 
followed the strict dietary rules of Dr. 
Schenck. The diet which he prescribes for 
women who wish to present their husbands 
with boys rather than with girls is almost 
identical with that which the doctors 
recommend for persons suffering from dia- 
betes. 
The Empress is, however, in no sense of 
thé word under the care of Dr. Schenck, 
who has not been consulted by any member 
of the reigning house of Russia and has 
not visited Russia. The prescriptions fol- 
lowed are merely those obtained from his 
writings. 
It is anticipated and hoped that in the 
event of the Czarina presenting her hus- 
band with an heir to the throne, her influence 
will be thereby .increased at the expense 
of that of the Empress Dowager. 
For the present the latter continues to 
predominate both as regards the home and 
foreign policy of the empire. It is due to 
this that there so frequently appears con- 
tradiction between the actual foreign pol- 
icy of the Russian government and the 
utterances of the young Czar.

be a solemn duty to the memory of her dead 
husband, to whom she was so passionately 
devoted, to endeavor to continue his policy 
in every particular. The former Emperor 
was reactionary in every sense of the word, 
and his widow has adopted his views as 
her own. 

Most of the important appointments that 
have been made since Nicholas ascended the 
throne have been made on her recommenda- 
tion, with the result that the appointees 
endeavor to follow her views, rather than 
those of the Emperor, all the more as they 
realize that in the event of Nicholas dying 
without leaving male issue he would be 
succeeded either by his more or less mori- 
bund brother, the Czarevitch George, op 
what is more probable by his younger 
brother, the Grand Duke Michael, who is 
now of age. 

Both of these Princes are entirely subject 
their mother, the 
widowed Empress, who in the event of either 
of them becoming Emperor would becoine 
once more the power behind the throne, and 
the most influential personage in Russia. 
If, however, the young Czarina gives birth 
to a boy then the permanency of any lib- 
eral policy Nicholas may inaugurate will 
be more or less assured, and the Emperor 
will in that case receive a more loyal co- 
operation than he finds at present on the 
part of his dignitaries and statesmen. 

From this it will be seen that the birth 
of a son to the Emperor is likely to change 
the entire course of Russia’s policy at home 
and abroad. As long as the Czar is without 
an heir he cannot hope for the loyal co-— 
operation of his officials and statesmen, 
since they do not know if his policy is des- 
tined to prove permanent or not. But they 
will have that assurance from the moment 
he has an heir of his own to his crown. 


The new Hungarian Premier, M. de Szell, 
is a man of about 58 years of age, and dif- 
fers from “his predecéssor in office, Baron 
Banffy; in that he belongs by birth to the 
territorial nobility of the kingdom instead 
of being of plebeian origin. He is likewise 
a Catholic instead of a Calvinist, like Baron 
Banffy. 

His wife is a daughter of the celebrated 
Hungarian poet, Michael Voeroesmarty, 
who, being left an orphan at an early age, 
was brought up by her guardian, the cele- 
brated Hungarian statesman, Francis Deek, 
from whose house indeed she married, and 
who regarded her as his own daughter. 

M. de Szell became after his marriage the 
principal associate and confidant of Deek, 
who, as every one knows, was the author 
of the present Hungarian constitution. 

Szell has sat in the Hungarian Legislature 
uninterruptedly for thirty years, has oc- 
cupied the office of Minister of Finance in 
three different Cabinets, including that of 
Tisza, and during the intervals of Cabinet.

TREASURER SHAW IS OUT. 


DISTILLERY DIRECTOR RESIGNS HIS 
W. ©. T. U. TEMPLE OFFICE. 


Selwese an Embarrassing Problem for 
the Trustees by Offering to Retire— 
James H. Eckels Chosen to Succeed 
‘Him—Ultimatum Is Sent the Y. P. C. 
T. U..Muast Change Scheme to Raise 


ing—History Teachers to Organize. 


The resignation of Gilbert B. Shaw as 
treasurer of the. Board of Trustees of the 
Woman's Temple was accepted at a meet- 
ing of the board yesterday at the Temple. 
James H. Eckels, President of the Commer- 
cial National Bank and treasurer of the Y. 


The resignation solved an embarrassing 
problem for the Temple trustees, Mr. Shaw 
having added recently to his duties as treas- 
urer, those of a director of the Kentucky 
Distilleries and Warehouse company. 

Mr. Shaw’s double capacity of treasurer of 
the temperance Temple and director of the 
distillery caused mutual embarrassment, 
and added weight to the argument of the na- 
tional officers of the W. C. T. U. that the 
women had no business to attempt the man- 
agement of the building. 

“It never had been intimated to Mr. 
' Shaw,” said Miss Sarah Johnson, Financial 
Secretary of the trustees, ‘*‘ that his resigna- 
tion would be desirable, so far as my knowl- 
edge goes. In the absence of Mrs. Carse he 
came to me and suggested that as he had 
become a director of a distilling company, 
his position as treasurer was somewhat in- 
congruous. The trustees were sorry to loose 
him, but they admitted the incongruity of 
his position and accepted his resignation.” 

The troubles <f the trustees over the anom- 
alous position of Mr. Shaw date from the 
time he went to Kentucky to buy distilleries. 
Protesting and inquiring telegrams there- 
upon began to reach the Temple headquar- 
ters, and the trustees were kept busy ex- 
plaining how a man could buy distilleries and 
handle the cash which was to preserve a 
building which should represent the oppo- 
nemts of the liquor trade. They satisfied 
themselves with such explanations as they 
could make until Mr. Shaw came to the 
rescue with his resignation. 


Ultimatum to the Y¥. P. ¢.T. U.- 


The trustees also attempted to reach an 
understanding with the Young People’s 
Christian Temperance union relative to the 
scheme by which Miss Eva Shontz, Presi- 
dent of the union, hopes to raise the $800,000 
necessary to relieve the Temple of its in- 
debtedness. | 

An‘agonism to the plan of the Y. P. C. T. 
U. was raised by Mrs. Marian Dunham of 
Iowa, who had carried her opposition to the 
extent of demanding from the trustees that 
the scheme be denounced publicly. An ulti- 
matum was given the Y. P. C. T. U., by 
which the union is obliged to change its 
plans so that $300,000 shall be available for 
retiring the Temple trust bonds. The union, 
it is said, will agree to this. 

** We have already made the change,”’ said 
a member of the Executive committee. 
“There is the best of feeling between the 
union and the trustees.’”’ |

TO PUT UP STOVE PRICES. 


MANUFACTURERS AGRED ON AN AD- 
VANCE OF 10 PER CENT. 


Increase Will Be Made Immediately— 
Means $4,000,000 Additional Outlay 
by the People Each Year—Meeting 

Behind Closed Doors, but Trast Ru- 
mor Is Denied—Iron Mill Men Busy 
with Details—Billiard Table Com- 
bine Story Retuted and Admitted. 


Representatives of seventy-five of the 
leading stove manufactories of the country, 
representing 90 per cent of the output, met 
at the Auditorium Hotel yesterday and voted 
to advance prices 10 per cent. The advance 
is to go into effect immediately. As $40,- 
000,000 worth of stoves is sold annually in 
this country, the people will pay an addi- 


tional $4,000,000 for stoves during the com- 


ing year. 

They may pay even more, for, when asked, 
at the conclusion of the meeting, whether 
a further advance was probable, Secretary 
Hogan of the National Association of Stove 
Manufacturers, who was the secretary of 
the meeting, said it would depend entirely 
on the price of the raw material. If the 
present tendency toward higher prices con- 
tinued, he said, a further advance would be 
made 


The meeting was not called in the name of 
the national association, which gave color 
to the report that the meeting was to form: 
a trust, to include all the leading plants of 
the country. This was denied, however, by 
those present, who said the meeting was in 
the nature of a conference in self-defense. 
They asserted there has been an advance 
of from 25 to 30 per cent in raw material, 
but none in the price of stoves. A continua- 
tion of this program, they said, meant ruin, 


and that they either had to advance prices 


or go out of business.

She took the 
residence at 3979 Drexel boulevard, and go- 
ing to the down-town stores ordered goods 
lavishly, it is claimed. She received ready 
credit, for the tradesmen say they were 
under the impression the goods were for 
Mrs. Fannie Alshuler, a milliner, who fre- 
quently patronizes them.

CITY BUDGET AGREED UPON. 


Finance Committee Has the Annual 
Appropriation Ordinance Prepared 
for Submission to the Council. 


The Finance committee of the Council, aft- 
er a ten hours’ continuous session, com- 
pleted its labors on the annual approp-ia- 
tion ordinance lastevening. Computation of 
the totals allotted to each department of the 
city government will be made today by the 
Controller’s experts, and the completed re- 
port will be printed for the use of the Coun- 
cil on Monday evening. 

Controller Waller had estimated that the 
city’s income for appropriation purposes 
would amount to $300,000 less than last year, 
but the committee figures that the receipts 
from miscellaneous sources will make 
$100,000 more available. One of the principal 
features of the ordinance will be special ap- 
propriations for each ward for the removal 
of garbage and the cleaning of streets. The 
scheme for incinerating garbage had to be 
abandoned. 

For street cleaning $300,000 is set aside, and 
for cleaning unimproved streets $75,000. 
The $80,000 shortage withheld from the De- 
cember pay of policemen will be made up if 
| the recommendation of the committee is 
ratified. For bridge repairs $100,000 is rec- 
ommended and nothing for new bridges, al- 
though $2,720,000 was asked. The Civil 
Service commission will get but $30,000 if 
the committee’s recommendation is carried. 

“The Fire department will get the same as 
last year, but an appropriation of $100,000 
from the water fund for connecting the 
water mains with the river so that the fire 
tugs can pump water into certain mains dur- 
ing a fire in the down-town district will bene- 
fit that department. For the extension of 
the electric light system $5,000 more than 
last year is recommended, and an extra 
$5,000 is added to the bridewell fund. 


FURNACE MEN’S STRIKE LAGS. 


Illinois Steel Company’s Hands Hold a 
Secret Meeting, but Fail to Set 
Date for Walkout. 


the Illinois Steel company’s plant in South 
Chicago met behind closed doors last night, 
but arrived at no definite conclusion con- 
cerning a date for the rumored strike. To- 
morrow is the day said to have been set, 
but no one yesterday would affirm a walkout 
would come then. 

One of the men at the conference said 
they understood four or five high-priced 
men and from 150 to 200 laborers would be 
displaced by the new hydraulic ingot pourer, 
and they were disposed to wait and see if 
this would not augment their ranks if a 
strike was ordered.

These 
men claim they are entitled to the same in- 


departments. They are at present opposed 
to a strike, but have requested an increase, 
which has been refused.

Illinois Monuments at Shiloh. 
The Governor sent to the Senate the re- 


port of the commission appointed to mark 
the positions occupied by Illinois troops in 
the battle of Shiloh. The commission's re- 
port states that the work assigned to it has 
been completed and it submits the follow- 
ing estimates of the cost of locating monu- 
ments and:markers, showing the positions 
of the Illinois soldiers: 

Twenty-eight monuments for infantry, nine 
for artillery and five for cavalry, at $750 each. 
$31,500; State monument, $10,000; one hun- 
dred and twenty-five markers, at $75 each, 
$9,000; pérsonal expenses of commission, 
$2,000; W. H. Wallace, monument, $1,000; 
expenses, $3,000; commemoration 
bronze -tablete and.embellishing sites for 
monuments, $1,500;.. contingent expenses, 
$16,000; total, $75,000.

Trust and Combination Act.

“Provided, That nothing contained in 
section 1 or any section of this act shail be 
so construed as to forbid, prohibit, or inter- 
fere with the organization and operation of 
trade unions or the official acts and doings of 
the officers and members of such. Nor shall 
this section or any section of this act be so 
construed a& to forbid, prohibit, or interfere 
with any mutual arrangement entered into 
for maintaining peaceful or prosperous rela- 
tions between employers and employés.”’ 

The amendment was adopted and the bill 
was ordered to third reading.
